Houston, Oscar S. Straus 
und Herbert C. Hoover. The league's 
statement in part follows: 


"The defeat of ratification has been 


received by the country with surprise 
and indignation. 
The people want 


peace. They want, peace and they 
want a league of nations to guard the 
peace. They longed for ana expected 
ratification before adjournment of the 
senate.

Chicago, Nov. 23.—Glenn E. Plumb 


was enthusiastically received today by 
he National Labor party convention 
when he presented his plan for the 
nationalization of the railroads of the 
ountry. When he appeared, several 
undred delegates from railway or- 
anizations marched about the hall, 
houting, "We want the Plumb plan 
now." 


Attorney Plumb asserted that after 


spending considerable time In Wash- 
ington it felt good to talk to plain 
common-sense Americans. 


The first step in the adoption of his 


plan, he declared, was "to change the 
faces of our representatives in con- 
gress." 


His method of control, 
he 
said, 


would reduce freight rates 40 per cent 
and thereby would help to reduce the 
high cost of living. Since the system 
was defined by him. as a profit-saving 
rather than * profit-sharing plan, in- 
creased wages, he added, did not bene- 
fit the wage earner if every raise re- 
sulted in higher prices for the necessi- 
ties-Bit life. 


He said that his plan was applicable 


to every public utility and to every 
other Industry in the country and that 
the state could apply it to public 
utilities. 


The resolutions committee was ad- 


vised by a number of delegates from 
farmers' organizations that any decla- 
ration against prohibition probably 
would alienate the support of the ag- 
ricultural bodies. 


Inability of the committee to agree 


on several important questions led to 
a division of the body. Twenty-eight 
members were assigned to draft a res- 
olution which would call for the re- 
lease of all class war and political 
prisoners, while five members were to 
prepare the new party's platform and 
other resolutions. 


Beecher Moore, organizer of the 


Non-Partisan leaeue in Wisconsin, 
told the delegates that a union of 
farmers and the workers in the cities 
was practical, but added. "You will 
have to show the farmer that it is to 
his interest to join hands with your 
new party before you can get his sup- 
port."

ministration tomorrow, it was evi- 
dent that both sides recognized tha 
a settlement could not long be delay- 
ed. No formal meetings of any sort 
were held. 


Reports received by operator* from 


middle western states showed that the 
coal scarcity already bad reached the 
famine stage, and that the 
cold 


weather had brought suffering 
and 


hardship. 


Several operators today declared 


their •willingness to accept whatever 
proposition the government might of- 
fer. With the entire country aroused 
to the need of resuming the produc- 
tion of coal on a normal basis, neither 
the miners nor the owners of the 
properties, they said, could afford to 
turn a deaf ear to recommendations 
of the government 


At the situation now stands as re- 


gards wage advances, the operators 
have offered an increase of 20 per 
cent, and the miners have agreed to 
accept the 31 per cent, proposed by 
Secretary Wilson: The possibility of 
a compromise between those figures, 
part of the increase to be paid by the 
public in higher prices and to come 
out of the margin of the mining com- 
panies, was suggested in some circles, 
and it was said this would be placed 
before both, sides tomorrow.

Washington, Xov. 23. — The answer 


of the Mexican government to 
the 


sharp note demanding the immediate 
release of William O. Jenkins. Ameri- 
can consular agent at Puebla. prob- 
ably will be delivered to the state de- 
partment tomorrow. 


A long dispatch bearing on 
the 


Jenkins case, it was learned tonight, 
had been received at the Mexican em- 
bassy and was being decoded today for 
presentation to the government. 


While authoritative information as 


to the attitude of the Mexican govern- 
ment was lacking, all indications here 
pointed to a technical refusal to order 
the release of Jenkins. Since his ar- 
rest it was learned, additional charges 
against the American official had been 
formulated, based upon alleged evi- 
dence that he actively assisted persons 
in rebelling against the Carrania gov- j 
ernmcnt. 
i 


What was regarded aa a hint of 


Mexico's position in the Jenkins case 
was noted in an article published by 
the 1'exican newspaper Excelsior, a 
copy of which reached Washington to- 
day. The paper stated specifically that 
Jenkins' second arrest was based upon 
charges that he actively assisted the 
rebels. 


Official* here regard the nature of 


the new charges against Jenkins as an 
effort on the part of the Mexican gov- 
ernment to take the case out of the 
hands of the Pnebla state authorities, 
as both charges ar« of crimes against 
the federal government-

25 LIVES LOST IN 


FIRE AT DANCE HALL 


Most of Victim* Crushed to 
Death in Wild Rush to Escape 


Down Narrow Stairs 


Villa PJaUa, La., No*. S3.—Twenty- 


five persons, most of them women and 
girls, lost their lives here last night 
n a fire which quickly destroyed a 
rame building in which 100 of the 
village folk were making merry at a 
dance. Fifteen others were seriously 
hurt, and search of the ruins was ex- 
acted to add to the list of dead. 
Ten of the dancers were burned to 
eath and the others were crushed 
n a wild stampede to reach the street 
own a narrow, frail stairway, while 
lie flames were sweeping rapidly from 
ic lower floor. More than a score 
f babies, tucked safely away in a lit- 
e nursery on the same floor with the 
ancers. were rescued by mothers who 
ad taken them there along: with their 
hildren of dancing age. Some of the 
oungsters were picked up and hurled 
odily into the outstretched arms of 
eople in the street below. 
The fire started in a grocery store 
nd flames reached out and startled a 
rowd In a moving picture theatre in 
he same building with the grocery 
nd the dance hall. A man standing 
ear the- door shouted to the gather- 
ng to move out quickly, and no one 


hurt. 


The flre spread so rapidly that the 
•hole lower floor was a roaring blase 
efore the dancers in the big hall 


above were aware of their danger. 
Instantly, there was a panic, and the 
whole crowd, men, women and chil- 
dren, made a rush for the single exit, 
the narrow stairway leading down the 
side ot the burning building. This 
soon was choked, and many of those 
trapped escaped through windows to 
the roof of an adjoining building. 
Many of the victims w«r« burned be- 
yond recognition and bits of Jewelry 
were the only means of identification 
of the bodies.

Nathan Straus commented on a 


chart of figures prepared by the Bor-

CLAIMS 18 MORE LIVES 


Steamer Myron Sinks in Four 


Fathoms of Water; Storm 


Prevents Rescue 


Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., Nov. 23. — 


eighteen 
persona 
comprising 
the 


crew of the steamer Myron are be- 
lieved tonight to have been added to 
the victims of Lake Superior's fury of 
the past two weeks. Caught in a ter- 
rific northwester, the Myron founder- 
ed a mile and a halt off White Fish 
Point last night and early today sank 
in four fathoms of water. 


Futile efforts were made by two 


steamers to throw lines to the men 
clinging to the cabin. So wild was 
the sea, however, that the men could 
not hold the lines, and for their own 
safety the two steamers were com- 
pelled to leave the scene. Tonight, 
coast guards are patrolling the shores 
of White Fish bay for 45 miles hoping 
the Myron's two lifeboats 
will 
be 


blown ashore. 


The United States submarine chaser 


438 also was scouring the bay today 
for possible survivors. The beach is 
covered with lumber, the ill-fated My- 
ron's cargo, but not a single body had 
come ashore up to late today. The 
gale continued tonight and there was 
little hope that 
passing steamers 


could have picked up the lifeboats, 
which it is believed were swamped in 
the mountainous) sea. 


The steamer Calumet, passlnc hire 


late today, reported sighting * water- 
logged lifeboat south of White FJsh 
Point AM far as could be ascertained, 
the boat was unoccupied. 


The barge Mlztec. which the Myron 


bad in tow when she left Munislng 
down-bound, was cut loose and was 
picked up by an unknown steamer 
which towed it into shelter at White 
Fish Point. The barge's deckload ot 
lumber and rudder were carried away, 
but it is understood her creT Is eate. 


The steamer Mclntosh later passed 


through wreckage of the Myron close 
enough to throw lines to several men 
seen clinging to the cabin. The men 
tad on life preservers and were calling 
for help. One man also had a small 
flashlight. This attempt 
at rescue 


also failed and the men, unable to 
grasp the line, had to be left to their 
fate. 
White Fish bay tonight is 


strewn with wreckage, according to 
wireless dispatches. 


The Myron is the third vessel swal- 


lowed up by storm-driven Lake Su- 
perior in the last two weeks. The 
other two were the H. E. Runnels and 
the John Owens, the latter with a loss 
of her crew of 22 men.

"Tuberculosis costs New York state 


exclusive of New York city, not less 
than $60,000,000 annually," 


This estimate is made by Dr. Her- 


mann M. Biggs, state commissioner of 
health, in a statement reviewing the 
tuberculosis^ situation. 
One of the 


greatest elements of the loss in Dr 
Biggs' opinion la the time workers 
are kept from productive occupation 
Other elements are 
hospital 
care 


medical attention and nursing they 
receive, which, If there were no tu- 
berculosis, would be 
directed 
into 


other channels. 


"The deaths from tuberculosis in 


upstate New York in 1918," says Dr. 
Biggs, "were 6,076. For each of these 
we may set down nine months of total 
disability—nine months In which (he 
tuberculous person was away from his 
occupation a'nd in which he received 
almost continuous medical attention 
and nursing. 


"Preceding the total disability there 


Was partial disability. Then, too, for 
•very death there are at least live prr- 
sons suffering from tuberculosis to 
lUCh an extent that their productive 
capacity Is lessened in varying de- 
grees. 


"It Is safe to say that the economic 


loss for 1918 was not less than 
150,000,000." 


It is to help prevent the spread of 


tuberculosis and to reduce the number 
ef patients and deaths that the sale 
of Christmas seals will be held in New 
York, beginning December 1 and con- 
tinuing until the end of the year. The 
quota for 
upstate 
New York is 


1582,000, only slightly more than one 
per cent of the anual loss. Of the 
money raised from the sale of seals 
ninety per cent, will be spent within 
the state for the prevention of tuber- 
culosis along lines that have been use- 
ful and of value in the past, and the 
remainder will go to the National Tu- 
berculosis asoclatlon for work of na- 
tion-wide scope and value. 


Otsego, which through Ita county 


sanitarium and health clinics has 
don* much for the prevention and 
cure of tuberculosis, will no doubt do 
its full share in the drive.

LEAGUE MILK FOR DECEMBER 


Modlflad gale* I'lun to be IXxl Until 


March Slut—$3.08 Haslet I'rlco 


for Montli. 


League milk for the month of De- 


cember will be sold for IJ.C8 JMT 
hundred pounds, or at the rate of 7 S 
cents per quail. 
This la tho basic 


price for milk containing 3 per cent. 
butterfat at 200 miles from New York. 
Th» actual price to farmeis will be 
slightly less than the baslo price fur- 
ther than the 200 miles and slightly 
more than the basic price to the pro* 
duc«f* nearer than tho 200 mll^s from 
New York, the variation depending 
On the freight rate. The returns to the 
farmer will also vary as -jsual with the 
butterfat content, the farmer receiving 
4 cent* for each one-tenth of on* per 
cent, of butterfat above the basic t 
per cent. Thus the dairyman whose 
milk testa 3.8 per cent butterfat will 
receive the basic price of J3.C8 plus 
4x8 or 24 cents additional per hundred 
pounds for milk containing butterfat 
above 3 per cent. These differentials 
for frHght and butterfat are not fig- 
ured differently on the December price 
but are the same differentials that 
have been In use for some time.

At the Same time the Dairymen's 


league and the dealers agieod upon 
a general price plan for selling league 
milk for each month until March 31, 
1920. 
This plan Is the same that has 


been used since last April with several 
modifications which will result in bet- 
ter winter prices to the farmer. The 
prlco for each month is determined 
upon the 20th of the preceding month 
fay taking as a base, the average mar- 
ket prices for butter and cheese for 
the preceding thirty days and adding 
to this average certain allowances for 
skim milk and whey and also certain 
arbitrary differentials for each month 
to allow for the costs of producing 
market milk in the New York ter- 
ritory. 


According to the plan therefore the 


price for each month will vary accord- 
ing to the law of supply and demand 
for dairy products. Dairymen ha\e 
approved the general principles of this 
price plap a* it worked out during the 
past summer, but feed, labor and 
other costs of production are rapidly 
advancing and the milk prices this fall 
have been below the costs of pro- 
duction. 
The dairymen have been 


forced therefore to ask the dealers for 
changes that would bring better re- 
turns for winter milk. 


At times during the negotiations the 


situation became very strained, but 
the general plan was finally agreed 
upon which will sell the league milk 
for the entire winter period without 
lurther friction.

A 
few Baku experts hare known for 
some time of the existence of oil In 
the northeastern part of the country. 
This district is Judged to be exceed- 
ingly rich in oil-bearing strata and In 
Mtnated close to the southeastern 
pore of the Caspian sea.

Die question has been how to work It, 
awing to the difficulty of transport 
fa the past reliance has had to be 
placed on mules and camels, whose 
loads cannot possibly exceed 400 or 
(00 pounds. This being eo, the Im- 
portation of the necessary heavy ma- 
chinery has been altogether out of the

Precious Metal* 


Seventy miles or so to the north of 


fsfahut is a disused gold mine that 
was originally worked by the Persians 
themselves. The ore was extracted in 
a crude and antiquated way and then 
carried,to Tekeran on the backs of 
mules, a distance of over 200 miles. 
There the gold was extracted by some 
•td-tashloned process, and as the prof- 
Its only corered the expenses the mine 
was ultimately dosed down. With 
modem methods and up-to-date ma- 
chinery on the* spot such a venture 
Should prove a very paying concern. 


Gold dust is found In various parts 


it Persia, principally in the river beds, 
but not in any great quantity, with 
perhaps one exception. It is regularly 
brought into the Kermanshah bazaar 
for sale, but from exactly where has 
so far been kept a secret.

IB considering the mineral wealth 


of the country, copper undoubted! 
tak«s the most Important place. Persl 
Is full of copper, but so far has no 
attracted foreign cepital. bccuu.se o 
the import and export difficulties tha 
have had to be contended with in tb 
past In spite of these many draw- 
backs, at least one mine is beln 
worked locally. 


A little to the north of Isfahan. In 


the Nantaz mountains, Is a largo scam 
of copper. To mine such a rich de- 
posit would assuredly pay. The Ker 
man district abounds in copper, and 
in the Judgment of a mining englnee 
who has visited the neighborhood any 
operations seriously undertaken would 
easily repay the necessary, capital In- 
vested. 


Coal and Transport 


Should financiers be ready td em- 


bark on such a venture as the exploita- 
tion of Persian mines, the qcestlon o: 
both coal and transport would have 
to be seriously considered. Fortunate- 
y coal does exist In many parts ol 
the country and Is at present being 
worked In at least two localities. The 
district of Knmlsheh Is especially rich 
n this mineral, and quite recently It 
las been discovered in the Curdlah 
mountains bordering on the Bagdad 
Haraadon road. 


The difficulty of transport 1s rap- 


dly being overcome. Already there 
are various schemes In hand for the 
construction of railways; In fact, quite 
a good start has been made. The re- 
•ent operations In both the north and 
the south of Persia have shown the 
roads to be quite suitable for heavy 
motor traffic, consequently the Impor- 
tation of heavy machinery ought not 
to prove a very serious obstacle. 


In normal times the Persian laborer 


is paid from 12 to 10 cents (United 
States) a day. A slight advance In 
pay would Insure the necessary labor, 
especially If it should prove perma- 
nent It Is not difficult to prophesy 
that before many years have passed 
Persia will prove to be one of the 
mining countries of the world.

London.—"Oennany la out again to 


beat the world," said the senior mem- 
ber of a f-lty flrm.

From Other*. 


One of the great discoveries th«t 


eonie to u» \n we advance In life la the 
fact that deep down In the human 
heart all men are alike. k> 'urly life 
we think we are different from the 
rest of the world, but as years go by 
we flud that this Is not go, thut other 
men have the same hopes und aspira- 
tions, the same troubles and anxieties, 
tho same yearnings after happiness 
nnd peace. 
We learn this from our 


friends, from those who tell us their 
troubles and a»k for sympathy and ad- 
vice. Then we learn It from books; 
from the works of great poets nnd 
writers, and 'especially from biogra- 
phies and autobiographies. 


As a child I was sensitive and shy, 


and felt that I was peculiar In this re- 
spect, and different from the others, 
who always seomed to take themselves 
for granted. And yet I bave discov- 
ered that this Is the universal lot of 
all men. G. Stanley Hall speaks of 
a "newly revealed and grave danger 
that works countless tragedies in life— 
that the child's feelings of Inferiority 
should become dominant and make him 
feel in his earliest years that he Is 
condemned to a low level of existence, 
without respect, appreciation, admira- 
tion or love." Thus the chronic teaser 
or hector may do great mischief to the 
tender soul of the child. The child is 
always asking himself subconsciously, 
"Do I look, worse or better than 
others?" 


This tendency lasts with most men 


all their lives. We are all tM time 
cc .mrlng our lot with that of thers. 
As Emerson says: ."Every sbi looks 
'romantic except the one we a a on;" 
and again, "Every man's life seems to 
hlLi covered with the slime of failure 
and defeat, while that of others seems 
Ideal." It is a great help to know that 
men are alike in this respect. I could 
give a long list of well-known men and 
women who suffered from this sense of 
inferiority, Incapacity and defeat, fol- 
lowed by moods of gloom and melan- 
choly—men like Tennyson, Ruskin, 
Lowell, Symonds, John Stuart Mill,

in our own day, Rudyard Kipling,

High Degree of Responsibility Put on 


Midshipmen Officers, Who Are Mem- 
bers of the First Class—Midshipmen 
Declare There Is No Hazing, but Ad- 
mit There Is Some, Running—Co- 
operation of First Claw Is Neces- 
sary, 


The naval academy at Annapolis is 


the object 
of 
national 
attention 


through the cases of two midshipmen 
of the new fourth class, who attempt- 
ed to take their lives. 


So far no fact lias been brought to 


light which would connect the plight 
of either Seltzer or Wetherstlne with j 
hazing nor indicate that it exists now I 
to a greater degree than at other ! 
times. On the contrary Rear Adlntral 
A. H. Scales, after n thorough inves- 
tigation, is convinced that there is less 
hazing than there had been for years. 


At the beginning-of the academic 


year, Admiral Scales let the discipline 
officers, and also the midshipmen offi- 
cers, know he would not countenance 
the slightest hazing. He was assured 
that the midshipmen officers would do 
all they possibly could to carry out his 
wishes. Admiral Scales had confidence 
In the word of these young men. Mid- 
shipmen of the first class can prevent 
hazing at the academy if they wish. to. 
They insist that they are opposing it ] 
and that there is no hazing. 


Changes In Discipline. 


Certain changes In the system of j 


discipline were put Into effect by Ad- 
miral Scales nt the beginning of the 
year. The number of demerits assign- 
ed for different offenses was diminish- 
ed by about 20 to 30 per cent as a 
rule, but stricter supervision was pro- 
vided, so reports became more fre- 
quent, at least at first, nnd n system 
of "waiicing-off" demerits and confine- 
ments to quarters was Inaugurated. 
These features are like the practice 
at the military academy. 


A high degree of responsibility has 


been placed npon midshipmen officers, 
who are members of the first class. 
Throughout the history of the naval 
academy the policy of heads of the In* 
' stitutlon has differed as to responsl- 


j bilities of midshipmen officers, as also 
; has the attitude of midshipmen them- 
selves. At times custom has tolerated 
a considerable degree of liberality on 


1 the part of these upper classmen to- 
ward the lower class, and a midship- 
man officer who reported too strictly 
became unpopular with his own class- 
mates as well as with the lower class- 
men. 


Admiral Scales believes In holding 


midshipmen officers to strict responsi- 
bility. Rigid enforcement of regula- 
tions would be Impossible any other 
way, with 2,100 midshipmen quartered 
In one of the largest buildings of the 
world, containing five and a half miles 
,of corridors. It would be impossible 
{for the officers of the executive de- 


1 partment to make supervision effective 
' throughout the quarters. 


Methods adopted by Admiral Scales, 


which every member of the navy con- 
tingent knows to be the only effective 
method of combating hazing and kin- 
dred practices, have led to consider- 
able criticism.

High Standards. 
""•' 


Many midshipmen do not like Iho 


high standards that have been set nor 
the anthority which has been given 
to midshipmen officers, nor do they find 
walking off demerits and confinement 
to quarters pleasant At this time of 
the year dissatisfaction always crys- 
tallizes at the naval academy, anfl 
perhaps the Institution Is more stirred 
now than usual. "The whole world Is 
stirred, as a matter of fact" an officer 
said recently, "and the naval academy 
is no exception." 


Exaggerated minors have spread 


It has been said midshipmen have been 
penalized nntil they will have no priv- 
ileges for sir months. This has bees 
denied by officials. It has been sain 
that the nnraber of resignations Is be- 
yond anything ever known. There is 
truth In this, but most of them are 
from the present third class, the larg- 
est ever entering the academy. Many 
of them came in under the excitement 
of the war and have lost Interest In 
the service since peace 


If the secretary of the ntfjr order* 


an Investigation of the academy it will 
show that Admiral Scales has taken j 
the only method likely to prove cffec- 
tive ncnlnst bazins. All experience 
has shown that it cannot be handled 
without the co-operation of the first 
class.
